Honourable Sir: 


We wish to submit the Forty-Seventh Annual Report of 
The Alberta Liquor Control Board covering the operations for the 
year ending March 31st, 1971. 


Net profit from sales of liquor and beer amounted to 
$04,071,238, an increase of $8,610,029 over the previous year due 
largely to higher volume of sales and a general increase in the 
price of beer January 1st, 1970. 


Total net income from operations increased $8,837,080 to 
$96,208,784. 


DISTILLERY, BREWERY AND WINERY LICENSES 


One distillery, six breweries and two wineries were licensed. 
Under an internal company arrangement, Bohemian Maid Brewing 
Company Limited terminated operations and a new license 
was issued to O’Keefe Brewing Company Limited in the same 
premises. Products of the distillery, the wineries and breweries 
were subjected to both regular and spot analyses and a high 
standard of quality was maintained. 


HOTELS 


BEVERAGE ROOM AND BEER 
VENDOR’S LICENSES 

As at March 31st, 1971, there were 421 licensed hotels in 
operation. During the license year, licenses were issued to two 
new hotels, Grande Cache Hotel at Grande Cache and Border 
Hotel, Empress. | 

The Woking Hotel, Woking, terminated operations and 
licenses were surrendered. The beverage room premises in the 
York Hotel, Calgary and the Bowness Hotel, Calgary, were 
closed due to fire and not re-opened during the license year. 
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The following hotels were destroyed by fire and were not 
rebuilt: 


Union Hotel Bawlf 
Donalda Hotel Donalda 


Hotels sold during the year numbered 64 compared to 43 
during the previous year. 


As a result of minor infractions of the Acts and Regula- 
tions, or failure by the licensee to comply with the required 
standards of operation, letters of warning were sent to four 
licensees. 


A total of 17 hearings were held in respect to violations 
of the provisions of The Liquor Control Act, The Liquor Licensing 
Act and The Regulations. These resulted in warnings or severe 
reprimands being issued in 6 cases and suspensions for varying 
periods of beverage room licenses and beer vendor’s licenses in 
11 hotels.

In all cases where disciplinary action in respect to licenses 
was being considered, owners or operators were advised in 
writing and were given an opportunity to appear before the board 
to discuss details of infractions and to make representations, 
either personally or through counsel, prior to decisions being 
reached by the board. 


In furthering its policy of maintaining and improving 
the generally high standard of accommodation and _ service 
in licensed hotels throughout the province, the board received 
the co-operation of the Alberta Hotel Association, and its 
officers. A representative of the Association attended all hearings 
of the board where licenses of members were involved. 
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DINING LOUNGE AND LOUNGE LICENSES IN 
HOTELS LICENSED FOR THE SALE OF BEER 


This year four additional dining lounge licenses were issued 
with respect to new premises in hotels. A total of 66 dining 
lounge licenses and 59 lounge licenses was operative in licensed 
hotels at March 31st, 1971. 


Entertainment authorizations were issued in conjunction 
with 65 of the above-noted dining lounge licenses. 


DINING LOUNGE AND LOUNGE LICENSES 
OTHER THAN IN LICENSED HOTELS 


As at March 31st, 1970, there were 88 dining lounges and 
60 lounges in operation. During the year, thirteen additional 
dining lounge and nine additional lounge licenses were issued 
for new premises. 


A total of 100 dining lounges and 69 lounges was operative 
as at March 31st, 1971. 


Entertainment authorizations were issued in conjunction 
with 65 of the above-noted dining lounge licenses. 


SUSPENSIONS 


During the year it was necessary to suspend the dining 
lounge licenses of two establishments for violations of The Liquor 
Licensing Act and Regulations thereunder.

There were no suspensions of club licenses during the 
license year. 


CANTEENS 


A total of 20 active and reserve units of the Canadian 
Forces, the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, and City Police 
Forces received canteen beer licenses. Nineteen of these also 
received canteen liquor licenses. One reserve unit surrendered 
its beer license and this was not replaced during the license year. 
One reserve unit did not renew its beer license. 


Canteens and messes operate under the direct control of 
the Commanding Officer of the various branches of the Canadian 
Forces. 


Details of all licenses issued will be found in Appendix ‘‘A’’. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT 


The board wishes to express sincere appreciation to the 
officers and men of the R.C.M.P. and to the City and Municipal 
Police throughout the province for their efficient co-operation 
in enforcing the provisions of The Liquor Control Act and The 
Liquor Licensing Act. 


The officials and staff of the Department of the Attorney 
General provided valuable assistance and guidance during the 
past year, which the board acknowledges with gratitude. 


GENERAL 


A total of 193 Interdictions was placed during the year 
compared to 273 in the previous year. The number of Inter- 
dictions in force at the end of the year was 888 compared to 945 
at the end of the previous year. 
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Payments by the board to the Government of Canada during 
the fiscal year for Customs and Excise Duties and sales taxes 
amounted to $26,937,262, an increase of $1,591,545. 


In addition to the above, sales tax and gallonage tax paid 
directly to the Government of Canada by Alberta breweries 
amounted to $14,205,547.
